AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE 
ASSESSMENT, LEVY & COLLECTION OF CITY 
AD VALOREM PROPERTY TAXES, AND FIXING 
INTEREST AND PENALTIES FOR DELINQUENT 
TAXES FOR THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, KENTUCKY 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30TH, 2018. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF AUGUSTA, 
KENTUCKY as follows: 

1. That the assessment of real and personal property 
for property situated within the City of Augusta, Kentucky, 
made and returned by the Bracken County Property 
Valuation Administrator and equalized and returned by 
the County Board of Supervisors and the tax book listing 
said assessments certified by the Kentucky Department of 
Revenue pursuant to K.R.S. 136.180, as the assessment 
of all taxable property in the City of Augusta subject to 
taxation at the rates(s) fixed herein, is hereby adopted. 

2. That for the use and benefit of the General Fund of 
the City of Augusta, Kentucky for its fiscal year ending 
June 30th, 2018, there are hereby levied ad valorem 
property taxes of .305 on each $100.00 valuation of real 
property taxable by the City of Augusta and .4733 on 
each $100.00 valuation of tangible personal property by 
the City. 

3. That for the operation and maintenance of 
recreational facilities within the City of Augusta, 
pursuant to Ordinance 91-T-2, there is hereby levied an 
ad valorem tax of .050 on each $100.00 valuation of real 
property taxable by the City of Augusta, and .0754 on 
each $100.00 of tangible personal property taxable by the 
City of Augusta, except bank deposits (Franchise Tax) 
which are not taxed for this purpose. 

4. That for the operation and maintenance of library 
facilities within the City of Augusta, Kentucky, pursuant 
to Ordinance 80-18 there is hereby levied an ad valorem 
tax of .046 of each $100.00 valuation of real property 
taxable by the City of Augusta, and .0658 on each $100.00 
of tangible personal property taxable by the City of 
Augusta, except bank deposits (Franchise Tax) which are 
not taxed for this purpose. 

5. That for the purposes of this Ordinance property 
shall be defined as all real and personal property within 
the corporate limits of the City of Augusta, Kentucky on 
January 1st, 2017 except for property exempt by statute 
or subject only to taxation by the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky and includes all personal property of persons 
domiciled or actually residing within the City on January 
1st, 2017. 

6. “Real Property” includes all lands within the City of 
Augusta and improvements thereon. “Personal Property” 
includes every species and character of property, tangible 
and intangible, other than real property. 

7. That all monies received from all sources, except 
as otherwise provided herein, including, but not limited 
to returns, fines, proprietary funds, franchise fees, interest 
and forfeiture or penalties shall be paid into the General 
Fund for general expenses, debt retirement and capital 
improvements incidental to the operation of municipal 
governments. 

8. All city ad valorem property tax bills will be 
prepared by the Bracken County Property Valuation 
Administrator’s Office, and issued by mail by the Augusta 
City Office, and such taxes are due and payable to the 
City of Augusta on November 1st, 2017, payable by 
cash, check, or money order, via personal delivery to 
the Augusta City Office, 219 Main Street, P.O. Box 85, 
Augusta, Kentucky, 41002, during regular weekday hours 
of operation from 8:30 a.m.- 5:00 p.m., or by use of the 
deposit box on the door to the Augusta City Office; or are 
payable by mail, addressed to the City of Augusta, 219 
Main Street, P.O. Box 85, Augusta, Kentucky 41002; and 
such taxes are delinquent on December 31st, 2017, unless 
the delinquent date is extended by Municipal Order of the 
City Council. A discount of 2% will be allowed if paid 
in full by October 31st, 2017. A penalty of 5% will be 
assessed if paid after December 31st, 2017, and a penalty 
of 21% will be assessed if paid after January 31st, 2018. 
In addition to the above penalties, unpaid and delinquent 
ad valorem taxes shall bear interest at the rate of 12% per 
annum beginning January 1st, 2018, until paid. 

9. That should any such taxes become delinquent, the 
City of Augusta shall be entitled to recover its additional 
fees and expenses incurred arising from said delinquency, 
and such fees and expenses shall also be paid over to the 
City Clerk in addition to the delinquent taxes before said 
delinquency shall be considered cured. 

10. That all foregoing taxes, penalties and fees and 
expenses shall be collected by the City Clerk/Treasurer 
and accounted for according to law. 

11. The invalidation of any part of this ordinance 
shall not affect the validity of any other part hereof. 

12. This ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
upon its adoption, recordation and publication as required 
by law.

Howdy Folks! Please 
remember to get your excess 
trash loaded up for disposal 
in the roll-off located at the 
Bracken County Animal 
Shelter at 18 8 Hamilton Road! 
The large dumpster located 
at this site is free to use by 
Bracken County citizens and 
will be at that location for 
another three to four weeks. 
Citizens can bring a maximum 
of six tires per person to be 
left in a pile located outside 
the dumpster, along with any 
scrap metal in a nearby pile. 
Gates are opened from 8 AM 
until 8 PM Monday through 
Friday and 8 AM until 4 PM 
on Saturdays and are closed 
and locked during the non- 
operational hours. These 
dumpsters are provided 
through a grant obtained by 
Mrs. Donna Rath of the Soil 
Conservation Service and 
we urge you to use these for 
cleanup around farms and 
homes. Most counties do not 
provide this type of service 
and we are very fortunate that 
these funds can be utilized in 
Bracken County. If you have 
any questions about disposal, 
please give us a call. There 
are restrictions that do apply 
so that Mason County Landfill 
remains in compliance with 
EPA regulations. An ad 
regarding the use of these 
dumpsters can be found on 
the back page of The Bracken 
County News , September 14, 
2017 edition. 

Some of you may have 
noticed a slight difference in 
the recycling trailer that you 
normally use - maybe newer 
and longer? With approval of 
the Bracken County Fiscal 
Court, we applied for a 
Recycling Grant in March of 
this year from the Division 
of Waste Management and 
were awarded approval of 
the application in June. Three 
trailers that have been in 
service since the fall of 2007 
were replaced due to material 
deterioration. Combined, 
these trailers had made 1,128 
trips to the Mason County 
Recycling Center carrying 
850,540 pounds of recycling 
material! This grant required 


a 25% matching funds and 
the cooperation of Ms. Lisa 
McCane, Superintendent, 
and the Augusta Independent 
School Board, Mr. Jeff 
Aulick, Superintendent, and 
the Bracken County School 
Board, and Judge Earl Bush 
and the Bracken County 
Fiscal Court resulted in three 
new replacement trailers for 
Bracken County recyclers! 
Augusta Independent School 
received their trailer on Friday 
with Ms. Anita Jefferson’s 
pre-school class climbing 
onboard for a picture! The 
trailer that is rotated for 
the Bracken County Fiscal 
Court from the Bracken 
County Extension Office, 
to Berlin store location to 
the Milford location was 
put into service on Friday as 
well. These two trailers are 
longer and heavier. The third 
trailer will be delivered to 
Taylor Elementary sometime 
this week. Due to location 
restrictions, it remains the 
same size as the old trailer, but 
is heavier. We feel these new 
trailers will carry the county 
well into 2030 and appreciate 
the cooperation and foresight 
of the above entities! 

Recycling will continue 
to grow in importance and 
be a required component of 
daily living as more and more 
natural resources are used 
to satisfy - not necessarily 
the needs - but the wants of 
civilization! Just because we 
no longer want something 
does not mean it should 
be thrown away. Useful 
items can be sold, donated, 
refurbished or re-purposed 
to prolong their life and the 
natural resources from which 
they were made! This concept 
also applies to our water, 
electrical and natural gas 
usages!

Farm Fuel Safety 

Provided by: Neider Reynolds, Coordinator 
Bracken County Emergency Management 


Accidents in the han¬ 
dling, use and storage of 
gasoline, gasohol, diesel 
fuel, LP-gas and other pe¬ 
troleum products (solvents, 
paint thinners and naphtha) 
can result in serious fires and 
explosions. The chances of 
fire or explosion can be re¬ 
duced by following safety 
precautions and by keeping 
fuel storage facilities in top 
condition. 

1. Never store fuel in 
food or drink containers. 

2. Locate fuel storage 
tanks away from buildings. 

3. Watch for leaks or de¬ 
terioration in fuel storage and 
delivery equipment. 

4. Keep fiiels away from 
children. 

Refueling 

Be cautious during refu¬ 
eling. Fires and explosions 
can happen. Besides being a 
fire hazard, spilled fuel can 
cause irritation and discom¬ 
fort if it contacts the skin. 
Breathing an excess of fuel 
vapor often causes dizziness 
and headache. 

When arriving to refuel, 
drive up to the fuel pump or 
storage tank slowly. Be care¬ 
ful not to bump it. Turn off 
the engine, and extinguish 
smoking materials. If the en¬ 
gine is hot, allow it to cool 
for a few minutes. Position 
yourself so you can refuel 
without slipping or becom¬ 
ing fatigued. Remove the 
fuel cap slowly and allow the 
pressure to dissipate. 

Avoid over filling. Allow 
any spilled fuel to evaporate 
before starting the engine. 
After releasing the nozzle 
valve to shut off fuel flow, 
keep the nozzle in the filler 
opening a few moments to 
allow it to empty. Check 
vents to be sure they’re not 
clogged, and replace the 
filler cap. Then lock up the 
pumps so children and other 
unauthorized persons cannot 
pump fuel. 

Refuel small equipment 
outside - never in an enclosed 
area. A funnel will make the 
job easier when using a safe¬ 
ty can. 

Wipe up spills and al¬ 


low the excess to evaporate 
before starting the engine. 
Before resuming work, put 
the safety can back into safe 
storage. 

Aboveground Tanks 

An aboveground storage 
facility is cost effective. The 
tanks are movable and ground 
water or limited flooding has 
little effect on them. 

Above ground storage 
tanks must be sturdy and 
designed for fuel storage. 
They should be 40 feet or 
more from buildings. A tank 
too near a burning building 
could explode and spread the 
fire. Mount a tank elevated 
for gravity discharge on stur¬ 
dy supports placed on a firm, 
level surface. Keep the area 
clear of weeds and trash to 
reduce fire risk. 

Remind machinery op¬ 
erators to stay away from the 
support structure and to not 
bump it when pulling up to 
refuel. 

Unless tanks are locat¬ 
ed in a shaded spot or have 
overhead canopies to shield 
the sun, evaporation losses 
can be sizable. 

Use a pressure-vacuum 
relief valve (rather than the 
standard vented cap). 

Safety Cans 

A labeled safety contain¬ 
er is made of heavy-gauge 
metal and has a cap that au¬ 
tomatically closes to prevent 
a spill if the can is dropped or 
tipped over. The squat shape 
makes a safety can difficult 
to tip. A pressure-relief valve 
opens when vapor pressure 
inside the can reaches three 
to five pounds per square 
inch. A flash arresting screen 
in the filler opening and 
pouring spout will reduce the 
possibility of a spark, which 
could cause a fire or explo¬ 
sion. 

Label fuel containers ac¬ 
cording to their contents. Do 
not risk confusing diesel fuel 
and gasoline. Paint gaso¬ 
line cans red and diesel cans 
green. Store cans in a cool, 
well-ventilated place, away 
from living quarters and ig¬ 
nition sources.

FSA is accepting Emergency 
Conservation Program Applications 


U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Chuck 
Whitehead announced that 
Bracken County is approved 
to accept applications for the 
Emergency Conservation 
Program (ECP) to address 
damages from (July 22 nd 
floods). ECP signup will be¬ 
gin on, October 2, 2017, and 
end on November 15, 2017. 

According to Whitehead, 
approved ECP practices un¬ 
der this authorization include 
debri removal, grading/shap- 
ing/releveling and or similar 
measures to crop or pasture 
fields, fence repair/replace- 
ment. 

ECP is administered by 
FSA to assist producers with 
the cost of recovery activities 
required to restore the agri¬ 
cultural land to pre-disaster 
conditions. Producers who 
sustained damage from this 
disaster event are encouraged 
to submit their request for as¬ 
sistance prior to beginning 
reconstructive work. Submit¬ 
ting a request after complet¬ 
ing qualified reconstructive 
work may result in forfeiture 
of program eligibility. 

“I realize that there are 


extenuating circumstances 
that must be addressed for 
livestock safety and health 
reasons, but I strongly rec¬ 
ommend at least calling our 
office before any action is 
taken,” said Whitehead. 

FSA county commit¬ 
tees will complete an evalu¬ 
ation of submitted requests 
and obligate available funds 
based on an on-site inspec¬ 
tion of the damaged land, 
taking into consideration the 
type and extent of the eligi¬ 
ble damage. Completion of 
the on-site inspection does 
not guarantee that cost-share 
funding will be allocated. 

The use of obligated 
funds is limited to return the 
land to the relative pre-disas¬ 
ter condition. Conservation 
concerns that were present 
on the land prior to the disas¬ 
ter are not eligible for ECP 
assistance. Approved ECP 
applicants may receive up 
to 75 percent of the cost of 
completing the approved res¬ 
toration activity.

CITY OF BROOKSVILLE 
ORDINANCE #17-T-1 

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING FOR THE 
ASSESSMENT, LEVY AND COLLECTION OF CITY 
AD VALOREM PROPERTY TAXES AND FIXING 
INTEREST AND PENALTIES FOR DELINQUENT 
TAXES FOR THE CITY OF BROOKSVILLE, 
KENTUCKY FOR THE YEAR 2017-2018 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY OF 
BROOKSVILLE, KENTUCKY: 

10. ) That the assessment of real and personal property 
for property situated within the City of Brooksville, 
Kentucky, made and returned by the Bracken County 
Property Valuation Administrator and equalized and 
returned by the County Board of Supervisors and the tax 
book listing, said assessments certified by the Kentucky 
Department of Revenue pursuant to KRS 136.180, 
as the assessment of all taxable property in the City of 
Brooksville, subject to taxation at the rate fixed herein, is 
hereby adopted. 

11. ) That for the use and benefit of the General Fund 
of the City of Brooksville, Kentucky for its Fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2018 there are hereby levied ad valorem 
property taxes of $.374 on each $100.00 valuation of real 
property taxable by the City of Brooksville, and $.873 
on each $100.00 valuation of tangible personal property 
taxable by the City. 

12. ) That for purposes of this ordinance, property 
shall be defined as all real and personal property within 
the corporate limits of the City of Brooksville, Kentucky 
on January 1, 2017 except for that property exempt by 
statute or subject only to taxation by the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, and includes all personal property of persons 
domiciled or actually residing in the City on January 1, 
2017. 

13. ) “Real Property” includes all lands within the 
City of Brooksville and improvements thereon. “Personal 
Property” includes every species and character of property, 
tangible and intangible, other than real property. 

14. ) That all monies received from all sources, except 
as otherwise provided herein, including but not limited to 
returns, fines, licenses, proprietary funds, franchise fees, 
interest and forfeitures or penalties shall be paid into 
the General Fund for general expenses, debt retirement 
and capital improvements incidental to the operation of 
municipal governments. 

15. ) All City ad valorem property taxes are due and 
payable on November 1, 2017 in accordance with KRS 
92.590, and are delinquent after December 31,2017. There 
shall be a 2% discount if paid before November 1, 2017. 
A 2% penalty shall be added after December 31, 2017 and 
a penalty of 10% is imposed upon all ad valorem taxes 
which are not paid on or before January 31, 2018 unless 
the delinquent date is extended by municipal order of the 
City Council. In addition to the above penalty, unpaid and 
delinquent ad valorem taxes shall bear interest at the rate 
of 6% per annum beginning January 1, 2018 until paid. 

16. ) That all the foregoing taxes, penalties and 
interest shall be collected by the City Clerk/Treasurer and 
accounted for according to law. 

17. ) The invalidation of any part of this Ordinance 
shall not affect validity of any other part hereof and all 
ordinances, municipal orders, executive orders and 
resolutions in conflict herewith are repealed to the extent 
of such conflict. 

18. ) This Ordinance shall take effect from and after its 
adoption, approval and publication as provided by law.
